I have let at leaat one mall pass before answering 
your letter of August P4th, not through slackness but 
because I wanted to get the most reliable information. 

The accusation which is made against the 
Palestine Delegation to Mecca in the enclosure to your 
letter is probably not quite accurate, but it has some 
foundation in fact. vhat happened, I believe, was t iis: 

The King seised on tne subscription project ns an 
excellent occasion for anti-British oropnjanda. The 
usual pictures showing the Jewish emblem over the 
Mosque of 'Umar were exhibited- The Qadhi al Qulha 
pibliehed an appeal for subscriptions, in which he 
eccused the British of taking the waof proceeds which 




he and otners repeated tne statement at a nesting at 
which the Palestine Delegation were present. But I 
cannot find that the Delegation themselves repeated tnis 
lie, though they indulged in anti-British political talk. 

According to a Reuter message from "'aleatine one 
of the Delegation has mentioned,as the amount collected 
from pilgrims in the Hejaz, a large aura - thousands of 
pounds. According to my information, which rests 
largely but not entirely on subscription lists published 
in the qlbla, the statement is untrue. The pilgrims 9 
subscriptions were mil in email sums and amounted in 
the aggregate to a hundred or two pounds. However I will 
net be absolutely certain of this.

It is understood that a body known as *The 
Palestinian Delegation to the Hijas" has started a 
campaign against the British Mandate for Palestine 
in all Moslem countries, including the Hijaz. 


2s «ith the permission of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, I nave the oonour to lay before you 
certain .material which *111 enable you to counter any 
false stories that are spread about the policy of His 
Majesty 1 s Government in Palestine and the action of 
the Faleatine Adbiinistration. 

3. In order tha\* you may be in oossesslon of the 

general principles on which the policy of His tajesty^ 
Government is based, I beg to attach herewith, in case 
you havo not oeen It, a copy of a stateiuent recently made 
on behalf of his Majesty ’b Government by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies. 

4. I understand that aoiie of the specific allegations

prise. Mr. Hutenborg (who, by the way, is not a Bolshevist, 
but was one of the leaders of the anti-3olshevlst party 
of Kerensky)forked out t.io scheme with very great detail, 
and submitted ijr to the experts of His Majesty*e Government 
in xmdon, who pronounced upon it most favourably and re- 
eoBB.ended its adoption. His Majesty’s Government, after 
full consideration, came to the conclusion that the scheme 
would be of the greatest benefit to the economic life of 
the country, Rnd would enable the irrigation of large parte 
of the country now neglected, as well as the installation 
of Industry anu the electric ligating of towns. Severe 
limitations nave been placed on the profits to be made by 
the Company working the concession.

BRITISH POLICY IN PALESTINE. 


The Secretary of State for the ColoMes has 
given renewed consideration to the existing politic 1 
situation in Palestine,with a very eamest~desi re 
to arrive at a settlement of the outstanding questio 
which have given rise to uncertainty and unrest amc? - 
certain sections of the population. After consultati . 
with the High Commissioner for Palestine the followir: 
statement has been drawn up. It summarises the assent 
parts of the correspondence that has already taken 
place between the Secretary of State and a OelegatW- 
from the Moslem Christian Society of Palestine,which 
has been for some time in England, and it states the 
further conclusions which have since been reached. 


The tension which has orevailed from tine to th 
in Palestine is mainly due to apprehensions, which 
entertained both by sections of the Arab and by secti 
of the Jewish population. These apprehensions, so fa * 
as the Arabs are concerned, a re partly based upon 
exaggerated Intern re ta tions of the meaning of the 
Declaration favouring the establsihment of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine,made on behalf of His Ha 
Government on November 2nd, 1917. Unauthorised stat 
have been made to the effect tha t the purpose In ^ie 
is to create a wholly Jewish Palestine. Phrases hav j 
been used such as that Palestine is to become "as J > 
as England is ‘English". His Majesty’s Government - 
any such expectation as impracticable and have no s* 
aim in view. Nor have they at any tine contemplate^, 
as appears to be feared by the Arab Delegation, the 
disappearance or the subordination of the Arabic 
population, language or culture In Palestine. They 
would draw attention to the fact that the terns of 
Declaration referred to do not contemplate that 
Palestine as a whole should be converted into a Je \ 
National Home, but that such a Home should be found-v 
In Palestine. In this connection it has been obser’ 
with satisfaction that at the meeting of the Zionist 
Congress, the supreme governing body of the Zionist 
0 rganization, held at Carlsbad In September, 192i, a 
resolution was passed expressing as the official 
statement of Zionist aims "the detemination of the 
Jewish people to live with the Arab people on tem~ 
of unity and mutual respect,and together with them 4 
make the common home into a flourishing community, t' 
upbuilding of which may assure to each of its peopl 
an tindisturbed national development". 


It i3 al90 necessary to point out that the ZiorM 
Commission in Palestine,now termed the Palestine Zio 
Executive,has not desired to possess,and does not po 
any share in the general administration of the count 
Nor does the special position assigned to the 2ionis- 
Organisation in Article IV of the Draft Mandate for 
Palestine imply any such functions. That special 

/relates 
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relates to the measures to he taken in Palestine 
affecting the Jewish population, and contemplates that

So far as the Jewish papulation of Palestine ar 
concerned, it appears that some among them are appre¬ 
hensive that His Majesty’s Government may depart from 
the policy embodied in the Declaration of 191.7*, It i* 
necessary, therefore, once more to affirm that these 
fears are unfounded,and that that Declaration, re-affi - 
by th^ Conference of the Principal Allied Powers at C 
Remo anc again in the Treaty of Sevres is not suscen. 
of change. 

Durtrg the last two or three generations the Je' ff . 
have recreated in Palestine a community,now numbering 
8 o,GOG of whom about one fourth are farmers or worker 
upon the land. This community has its own political 
organs; an elected assembly for the direction of its 
domestic concerns; elected councils in the towns, and 
an organisation for the control of its schools. It h' c 
its elected Chief Rabbinate and Rabbinical Council fu 
the direction of its religious affairs. Its business 
is conducted in Hebrew as a vernacular language,and a 
Hebrew press serves its needs. It has its distinctive 
Intellectual life and displays considerable economic 
activity. This communi ty, then, wi th its town and count" 
populations, its political, religious and social organi¬ 
sations, its own language, its own customs its own li 
has in fact "national' 1 ' characteristics, Then it is 
asked what is meant by the development of the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine it may be answered that it 
is not the imposition of a Jewish nationality upon th, 
inhabitants of Palestine as a whole, but the further 
development uf the existing Jewish communi ty,with th 
assistance of Jews in other parts of the world. In 
order that it may become a centre, in which the Jewish 
people as a whole may take, on grounds of religion a n< 
race,an interest and a pride. But in order that this 
community should have the best prospect of free 
development and provide a full opportunity for the 
Jewish people to display its capacities,it is assent!* 
that It should know that it is in Palestine as of rlf 
and not of sufferance. That Is the reason why it is 
necessary that the existence of a Jewish National Her" 
in Palestine should be internatipnaiiy ^iaranteed,and

ancient historic connection* 

This then is the interprets tion which His Majest- 

Government place upon the Declaration of 1917 and, 
so understood, the Secretary of State is of opinion 
that it does not contain or imply anything whioh 
need cause either a lawn to the Arab population of 
Palestine or disappointment to the Jews. 

For the fulfilment of this policy it is 
necessary that the Jewigh community in Palestine 
should be able to increase its numbers by immigratio . 
This immigration eanno€.be so great in volume as to 
exceed whatever may be ‘the economic capacity of the 
country at the time to absorb new arrivals, it is 
essential to ensure that the immigrants should not 
be a txirden upon * the people of Palestine ag a whole, 
and that they should not deprive any section of the 
present population of their employment. Hitherto the 
immigration has fulfilled these conditions. The 
number of immigrants since the British occupation 
has been about 25,000. 

It is necessary also to ensure that persons 
who are politically undesirable are excluded from 
Palestine,and every precaution has be*i,and win 
be, taken by the Admlnistntion to that end. 

It is intended that a special committee should 
be established in Palestine consisting entirely of 
members of the new Legislative Council elected by 
the people, to confer with the Administration upon 
matters relating to the regulation of immigration. 
Should any difference of opinion arise between this 
committee and the Administration, the matter will 
be referred to His Majesty’s Government, who win give 
it special consideration. In addition,under Article 
81 of the draft Palestine orden-in- Council any 
religious community or considerable section of the 
population of Palestine will have a general right 
of appeal, through the High Commissioner and the 
Secretary of State, to the League of Nations on any 
matter which they may consider that the terns of 
the mandate are not being fulfilled by the Government 
of Palestine. 

^ith reference to the Constitution which it is 
now intended to establsih in walestine, the draft of 
7 hich hft3 already been published,it is desirable to 
make certain points clear. In the first place it Is 
not the case,as has been represented by the Arab 
Delegation, that during the *7ar His Majesty’s 
Government gave an undertaking that an independent 
national government should be at once established 
in Palestine. This representation mainly rests upon 

./a letter 
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a letter dated 2 4th o ctober, 1915, from Sir Henry MaaMahu , 
then His Majesty's High Commissioner in Ugypt, to the 
Sheriff of Mecca, now King Hussein of the Kingdom of the 
iajaz. That letter is quoted as conveying the promise 
to the Sheriff of Mecca to recognise and support the 
independence of the Arabs within the territories 
proposed by him. Bit this promise wag given subject to 
a reservation made in the same letter which excluded 
from its scope, besides certain territories to the Wort " 
of Palestine^ the country-'lying to the west of the 
vilayet of Damascus* That vilayet included neither the 
inderrpendent Sanjak of Jerusalem nor those parts of 
the then Vilayet o.f Beirut which are now included in 
Palestine. The whole of ,Palestine west of Jordan wag 
thus excluded from Sir H*McMahon f s pledge. 

Nevertheless it is the intention of His Majesty's 
Government to foster the establishment of a full manure 
of self-government in Palestine. But they are of opiniu' , 
that in the special circumstances of that country, this 
should be accomplished by gradual stages and not sudden.!/ 
The first step was taken when, on the institution of a 
civil Admini^t^a-tion, the nominated Advisory Council, 

* ff hich now exists,was established. It was sta-ted at the 
time by the High Commissioner that this was the first 
r;tep in the development of- mUE * . wjaxamrx jcxX self- 
noveming institutions, and it is now proposed to take 
a second step by the establishment of a Legislative 
Council containing a large proportion of members elects 
on a wide franchise. It was proposed in the published 
draft that three of the members of this Council should 
v e non-official persons nominated by the High Commiseio:- ; 
hit representations having been made in opnosition to 
this provl&ion, based on cogent considerations, the 
Secretary of State is prepared to omit it. The Legislahi 
Council would then consist of the High Commissioner as 
President, and twelve elected and ten official members. 

The Secretary of State is of opinion that before a fur! 
measure of self-government is extended to Palestine and 
the Assembly placed in control over the Executive, it 
be wise to allow some time to elapse.

.‘SI Mr. ORMSBY-GORE asked the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies what 
pledges, if any, were made to the 
Palestine Arabs in the year 1915 : whether 
the Sykes-Picot agreement, negotiated be¬ 
tween the Governments of France and 
< ireat Britain before the Arabs entered 
the War as Allies, provided that in the 
event of Allied victory Palestine west of 
the Jordan was to be a separate inter¬ 
national State with the exception of 
Haifa, which was to be British territory ; 
and whether the Balfour declaration of 
November. 1917, was preceded by any 
pledges or promises regarding the future 
of Palestine ? 

Mr. CHURCHILL: So pledges were 
made to the Palestine Arabs in 1915. Aiv 
undertaking was given to the .Sheriff of 
Mecca that His Majesty’s Government 
would recognise anil support the in¬ 
dependence of the Arabs within certain 
territorial limits, which specifically ex 
eluded the districts of Mersina and 
Alexandretta and the portions of Syria 
lying to the west of the districts of 
Damascus, Homs, Hama and Aleppo, li 
was also stipulated that the undertaking 
applied only to those portions of the 
territories concerned in which Great 
Britain was free to act without detriment 
to the interests of her Allies. His 
Majesty’s Government have always re 
garded and continue to regard Palestine 
as excluded by these provisos from th«• 
scope of their undertaking. This is clear 
from the fact, to which the hon. Member 
refers, that in the following year they 
concluded an agreement with the French 
and Russian Governments under which 
Palestine was to receive special treatment. 

So far as I am aware, the first sugges¬ 
tion that Palestine was included in the 
area within which His Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment promised to recognise and support 
the independence of the Arabs was made 
by the Kmir Fedsal, now King of Iraq, at 
;• conversation held in the Foreign Office 
on the 20th January, 1921, more than five 
years after the conclusion of the corres¬ 
pondence on which the claim was based. 
On that occasion the point of view of Hie 
Majesty’s Government was explained t-> 
the Emir, who expressed himself as pre 
pared to accept the statement that it had 
been the intention of His Majesty’s Gov 
rrunent to exclude Palestine. 

When I assumed responsibility for 
Middle Eastern affairs 1 went carefully 
into the correspondence referred to, and 
my reading of it is the same as that of 
the Foreign Office, as was recently stated 
in the declaration of British policy in 
Palestine which has been published and 
laid before the House. I am quite satis¬ 
fied that it was as fully the intention of 
His Majesty’s Government to exclude 
Palestine from the area of Arab independ¬ 
ence as it w f as to exclude the more 
northern coastal tracts of Syria. 


Lord R. CECIL: In view of the many 
statements that have been made on all 
sides about this correspondence, will the 
right hon. Gentleman consider again the 
desirability of publishing the corre¬ 
spondence, and putting an end. once and 
for all, to embarrassment and doubt? 

Sir W. JOYNSON-HICKS : Can the 

right hon. Gentleman say whether, confi¬ 
dent as he is of the view of His Majesty's 
Government, he is at all certain that the 
other party to the negotiations and corre¬ 
spondence really thought the same thing, 
and whether it has not been a bona fi/lr 
statement on the part of King Hussein 
and his advisers ! 

Mr. CHURCHILL: 1 do not think that 
is so. At any rate. Sir Henry McMahon 
was perfectly clear in his indication of 
what was intended at the time. I am 

perfectly ready to place his opinion on 
public record. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: Does not the 

right hon. Gentleman now say that this 
correspondence was inconclusive, and that 
King Hussein came in as one of the 
Allies before the correspondence was 
completed, or any real definite under¬ 
taking was actually signed as between the 
Treaty-making parties? 

Mr. CHURCHILL: That is so. 

Sir W. JOYNSON-HICKS: Has the 

right hon. Gentleman any objection to 
the correspondence being published, other 
than its being against the public interest ? 

Mr. CHURCHILL: If the hon. Mem¬ 
ber had been in his place when an earlier 
Question was answered, he would have 
heard that we did not think that the 
publication of the correspondence was 
desirable.
